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Editorial 



The Merger Proposal 

Good government is a priceless 
thing, and those who attempt to assay 
it in the terms of their tax bills only 
are not wise. But the present agi- 
tation regarding the high cost of gov 
ernment and the popular insistence 
that public expenditures must be 
drastically cut are exceedingly wise 
and salutory. It was inevitable, there- 
fore, that discussion of the cost of 
the independent borough government 
in Narberth should arise, and that it 
should be contrasted with the tax rate 
and the kind of government which 
the people in the surrounding Lower 
Merion Township enjoy. 

It is entirely right and proper that 
the people of Narberth should give 
this subject their most earnest con- 
sideration, free from prejudice but 
with a firm determination not to sell 
out intangible benefits of good gov- 
ernment for some immediate savings 
in taxes. The citizens' movement 
which has started should be encour- 
aged to study the problem in all its 
aspects and finally to report to the 
people of Narberth, and those of the 
township as well, the complete re- 
sults of their findings. That move- 
ment implies no censure of the pres- 
ent elected and appointed officials of 
the Borough, and there is already 
reason to believe that those officials 
have no inclination to oppose any 
such free and fair discussion hy the 
people of a subject which concerns 
all of the people. 

It should not be assumed, while 
such studies are in progress, that 
Narberth has gone "brokc. , ' Nar- 
berth is no mendicant beggar tugging 
at the latch string of the Township. 
Narberth would be offering, if the 
project came to the point of presenta- 
tion to the people of the Township, 
an assessed valuation of approxi- 
mately $5,000,000, encumbered with 
a bonded debt of $200,000, against 
which there would be the offset of 
properly - maintained sinking funds 
and publicly-owned property worth 
roughly $100,000. A'so Narberth"* 
public plant and equipment are com 
pletely installed and in good audi- 
tion; the sewers arc all laid; the 
streets are paved and curbed; public 
buildings are in good repair and pub- 
lic grounds completely laid out and 
equipped for the purposes fur which 
they were acquired. 

The return of Narberth to the 
Township would entail no immediate 
capital outlay from the Township 
treasury. Narberth is a solvent and 
going concern. Narberth is no cen- 
ter of turbulence requiring greater 
police and fire surveillance. The per- 
centage of uncollected taxes in Nar- 
berth is no greater than that which 
prevails in the Township. The nearly 
5000 inhabitants of the Borough and 
their property are of the type which 
any municipality would be glad to 
acquire. 

For Narberth the merger would 
presumably have the advantage of a 
permanent reduction in the tax rate, 
because the Township rate of 24 mills 
is based on a taxable area of 25 square 
miles, which provides a base of $S7;- 
000,000, compared with Narberth's 
area of one square mile and $5,000,- 
000 base. It is questionable whether 
Narberth has a sufficiently broad base 
to support the schools and public 
services which a modern community 
properly desires without necessitating 
an excessively high tax rate.

A ptt:ti:.n asking that "if human- 
ly possible" the Eighth Grade of the 
Narberth School be returned to Low- 
er Merion Junior High School next 
year was filed by a citizens' committee 
with the Narberth School Board last 
Friday night. 

The Board deferred action on the 
resolution until the proposed budget 
for the 1932-33 school year is com- 
pleted. Formal discussion of the pe- 
tition was also postponed. 

Presentation of the petition to the 
School Board followed a meeting of 
citizens the previous evening at the 
Community Building, at which time 
the report of the committee appoint- 
ed last month . to meet with the 
Board, secure facts and figures on 
the matter and investigate costs of 
sanding the Eighth Grade back to 
Lower Merion was presented. 

It was in the course of this meet- 
ing, attended by fifty men and wom- 
en, that the proposal for the consoli- 
dation of the Township and Borough 
developed. 

The committee appointed to investi- 
gate the costs of sending the Eighth 
Grade back to the Junior High in- 
cluded H. L. Woehling, chairman; 
Louis A. Young, A. E. Wohlert, Ar- 
thur W. Burns, D. W. Wright and 
R. L. Rankin. 

The Committee concluded after 
careful study that to return the 
Eighth Grade to Lower Merion would 
involve an additional expense to the 
Narbirth School District of not over 
$6700, which would be equivalent to 
one and one-half mills on the tax 
rate, or else a little over $2 addition 
to the per capita school tax. "This 
desirable change could be brought 
about," the committee said, "without 
increase in taxes by exercise of fur- 
ther economies." 

Following consultation with the 
School Board the Committee sum- 
marized the determining factors in 
bringing back the Eighth Grade to 
Narberth this year as follows: 

"A gradually increasing propor- 
tion of the annual school budget be- 
ing required for tuition and trans- 
portation of pupils enrolled in Lower 
Merion Senior and Junior High 
Schools. 

"That this year's Eighth Grade has 
a considerably higher enrollment than

In the period of expanding real 
estate values it seemed reasonable to 
assume that Narberth"s proximity to 
the city would provide a continuing 
ratio of valuation increase which 
would sustain adequate tax revenues 
at a reasonable rate. Now the out- 
look is different, and it is probable 
that the rate for Borough purposes 
can never get below 16 or 17 mills, 
and that the school rate will steadily 
mount, if the children of Narberth 
are to be given instruction on a par 
with that provided in the surrounding 
Township. Narberth now pays a 
total rate for Borough and school 
purposes of 38 mills, to which must 
be added the $2 per capita school 
tax, and there is some reason to fear 
that the school rate for 1932, which 
has not yet been adopted, may be 
increased.

New Faris Book to Library 

The Fortnightly Club of Narberth 
has recently presented to the Library 
a copy of "Old Gardens in and about 
Philadelphia," by John T. Faris. 
This is the seventh volume on cul- 
tural subjects that the club has add- 
ed to the shelf which it purchased 
when the new building was opened. 

Doctor Faris is well known as edi- 
tor of the publications of the Board 
of Christian Education of the Pres- 
byterian Church, with offices in Phil- 
adelphia.

The book's account of the historic 
John Bartram's garden, with Bar- 
tram's contribution to the botanical 
information of his day, is one of the 
best of the chapters. The German- 
town Gardens, the John Evans ar- 
boretum, the gardens of Fairmount 
Park, and even the Longwood Gar- 
dens of the Du Ponts are a few of 
the nearby gardens which Doctor 
Faris describes so delightfully. 

The book is well illustrated and 
has an index.

In addition to the men who called 
themselves laborers, there were some 
mechanics of the building trad.s. 
Finding no work in their trades, with 
hungry children, or perhaps with the 
rent unpaid, they asked for "any 
kind of work." Special crafts were 
represented. In the last are a re- 
frigerator service man, a man who 
can service oil burners, four chauf- 
feurs and truck drivers, a furniture 
repair and finish man, bicycle repair 
man, cement worker, stone masons, 
roofers, and a long list of men who 
can do "garden work." Of the latter 
at least two have good records as 
workers in greenhouses and on es- 
tates. One man has a record of 
twelve years' employment as "handy 
man" in a large downtown theatre. 
Special services included stringing of 
tennis rackets and bookkeeping. 

Mrs. Melcher in Charge 
The actual work of registering the 
men began early in the morning and 
continued until four in the afternoon. 
It was carried on efficiently and care- 
fully by Mrs. L. W. Melcher, of 317 
Meeting House lane. Mrs. Melcher, 
representing the Women's Commun- 
ity Club, effected a splendid piece of 
work. Her smiling cheerfulness, and 
a wide acquaintance of Borough con- 
ditions, gained by her services in the 
philanthropic activities in the Bor- 
ough, did much to dispel the natural 
backwardness of the groups and indi- 
viduals that filtered into the Ameri- 
can Legion room in the Community 
Building during the day. 

Speaking of the results of the sur- 
vey, a member of the Legion Post 
who has been active in this work, 
said, "The survey has definitely re- 
vealed the fact that a considerable 
number of men in the community are 
in need of, and anxious to have, work 
of any kind. Many of the names reg- 
istered have not appeared on the list 
of the groups doing the organized re- 
lief work in the Borough. They are 
men who are reluctant to accept help, 
preferring to earn their own way, 
however meagre the opportunity or 
the compensation. It is an inspiring 
thought that there exists in the Bor- 
ough so little actual distress of a 
poignant character. But we must 
assume a burden of responsibility in 
making efforts to supply, not aid, or 
charity, but opportunities for the 
preservation of self-respect through 
work." 

Plan Canvass of Borough 

The committee now plans a can- 
vass of the Borough to enlist the 
co-operation of residents who can and 
will make opportunities for employ- 
ment. One or two hours each week, to 
do some much needed work around 
the house, in the house or garage, 
from a small percentage of residents 
will give work, comfort and happi- 
ness to families now in difficulties or 
want. Requests for workers may be 
telephoned for the time, to Narberth 
4042-R. If a sufficient demand for 
workers develops, it is hoped to es- 
lablish a permanent headquarters in 
the Legion room. Committee mem- 
bers expressed the appreciation of 
the co-operating groups to the pas- 
tors of the local churches who assist- 
ed by reading the Legion appeal at 
sarvices last Sunday.

in List of Loans 



Addition of a Cipher and Con- 
fused Initial in Name 
Cause Errors 



LANDIS STATES HIS CASE 



In accordance with a request pub- 
lished in this paper last week in con- 
nection with the loan list of the Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company, that 
any mistakes or errors be called to 
our attention, the following correc- 
tions are made: 

George Fleming, of Haverford, was 
listed as receiving a loan of $4675 
and the appraisement value as "noth- 
ing." The appraisement should be 
$4675 covering the full value of the 
loan. This mistake was made in 
transcribing from the State Banking 
Department inventory. Further in- 
vestigation revealed that the loan was 
fully covered by good collateral. 

William P. Landis, of Ardmore, was 
listed under "Secured Time Loans" as 
receiving a loan of $29,000, valued at 
$1450. The loan should be $2900, 
with the same appraised valuation. 
An additional cipher was added 
through error. 

Mr. Landis further states he was 
charged with loans aggregating $108,- 
758.50. This figure, as published, rep- 
resented a total of loans obtained by 
Landis, Nagle, Kain and Pippin, in- 
dividually, collectively, or by members 
of their respective families. 

A search of the inventory reveals 
these loans totaled $112,b22.50. Of 
this total $25,395 was borrowed from 
the Merion Title and Trust Company 
and has an appraised value of 81,- 
889.95. The remainder of the loans, 
$87,427.50, were obtained from the 
Ardmore Title and Trust Company. 
The State has made no appraisement 
of loans received from the Ardmore 
Title and Trust Company. 

Charles F. Powell was listed under 
unsecured time loans as being the re- 
cipient of a loan of $31,785, with an 
appraised value of $5211.50. 

Further investigation shows that 
this mistake was undoubtedly occa- 
sioned by the similarity between the 
names Charles F. Powell and Charles 
S. Powell. 

The inventory shows that Charles 
F. Powell is only charged with a loan 
of $500, appraised at $400. 

Below we reprint a letter received 
from Mr. Landis: 

"In your issue of eighteenth instant 
you have erroneously stated that I 
was one who had obtained "outstand- 
ing loans" from the Merion Title and 
Trust Company of Ardmore. This is 
not a fact, and your statement with 
reference to me is grossly unfair and 
incorrect. You stated that I had ob- 
tained loans aggregating $108,758.50 
from said Company, and that I am a 
'real estate promoter.' Personally, at 
the time of the closing of said Com- 
pany, I had a loan of $2900.00 on col- 
lateral (stock of a good financial in- 
stitution) and a promissory note of 
$500.00 (which has since been reduc- 
ed to $300.00). You stated that I had 
a loan of $29,000.00 (a slight mistake 
of $26,100.00). Ever since I resign- 
ed from the Merion, November 1, 1920 
(over eleven years ago) , I never owed 
them more than $4200.00 (and then 
not until February 9, 1931, when I 
made the collateral loan of $3700.00, 
wheh has since been reduced to $2,- 
900.00, and the above mentioned prom- 
issory note). I was never a 'real es- 
tate operator,' and no money borrow- 
ed by me was used for real estate 
developments. 

"The loans to Landis, Nagle, Kain 
& Pippin, Inc. (a corporation for the 
financing of automobiles), were legiti- 
mate business transactions, for every 
cent of which leases were assigned to 
the Banks which loaned on same, and 
if the parties along the Main Line 
who borrowed this money will pay 
their debts these items can be paid. 
The Corporation loaned the money 
borrowed in the same good faith as 
the Banks made their loans, and if 
the borrowers who are driving their 
cars bought with money loaned by 
the Banks and Landis, Nagle, Kain 
& Pippin, Inc., are honest and able 
to pay there will be no loss. This 
business was very profitable to the 
Banks and considered adequately se- 
cured, otherwise the loans would not 
have been made. 

"The greater part of the amounts 
which I owe personally was to the 
Ardmore Title and Trust Company, 
which loans were considered adequate- 
ly secured when made. Long before 
the consolidation of the Ardmore with 
the Merion I secured the loans I had 
with the Ardmore to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Directors. If the se- 
curities given have fallen in value 
since that time because of the depres- 
sion I am certainly not to blame, nor 
are the institutions."

Learning Chinese Language 
Would Be Punishment for 

Japanese, Dr. Poole Says 

China, Manchuria and Japan were 
presented in a novel way by Dr. Fred- 
eric M. Poole, of Ardmore, at St. 
John's Church, Cynwyd, last Friday 
evening. Dr. Poole, by the use of Chi-' 
nese costumes and stereopticon views, 
gave a vivid picture of the life of the 
peoples of the various countries. 

According to Dr. Poole, the present 
Sino-Japanese question started about 
eighty years ago, when both coun- 
tries began preparing for the present 
conflict. The Japanese have declared 
that there is no war at present, but 
that they have merely been rehearsing 
it. Nevertheless, there is no doubt 
now as to the fighting strength of the 
Chinese, who have rallied from their 
overwhelming defeats in the begin- 
ning. 

Dr. Poole believes that one of the 
best ways for the Chinese to punish 
the Japanese is to make the Jap- 
anese adopt the Chinese language, for 
which there are two dialects, the 
Mandarin and Cantonese. To illus- 
trate the complexity of the Chinese 
language, Dr. Poole drew a number 
of Chinese words on the blackboard. 
The intonation of the word has much 
to do with its meaning, in fact, the 
meaning of the word depends on the 
inflection of voice. 

Many beautiful views of the cities 
of Shanghai, Peking, Nanking, Hong- 
kong and other places were shown at 
the close of the lecture and many 
also of the types of peoples inhabit- 
ing the above mentioned lands, the 
temples and other places of interest. 

The lecture was given for the bene- 
fit of the Junior Auxiliary of the 
Church.

It was 
also stated that "the remodeling of 
the school building last year was un- 
dertaken primarily to take care of 
badly needed repairs and replace- 
ments, — later the plan was expanded 
to include modernization of the en- 
tire building, and that provision of 
rooms for the Eighth Grade was not j 
the primary factor in undertaking j 
this expense, but was included in the

Additional sales of stamps, 
postal cards and envelopes by the 
post office, it was pointed out, would 
enable the postal authorities to put 
on an additional employe, keep the 
office open until 7 P. M. and make 
earlier mail delivery to homes and 
earlier distribution to post office 
boxes.

Dori't remove winter covering too 

early- Remember that it is sun pro- 
tection and should remain just as long 
as there is danger of freezing. Hy- 
brid "tea roses will be the last plants 
to uncover.

If we have succeeded in sprouting 

our seeds of early annuals indoors we 
will be ambitious to carry them on 
until it is time to plan them out in 
the "borders. When seedlings have 
made their true leaves, the second pair 
and those that follow, it is time to 
plant them where they may have a 
chance to develop into real plants in- 
stead of spindly seedlings. The soil 
may be heavier and richer than the 
seed-bed soil, two parts humus and 
one of garden soil with a pinch of 
fine bone flour is about right. Flats 
may be used or small pots about 2 
inch to 3 inch size. Thumb pots, 1 
inch diameter, are fine for annuals or 
rock plants. The little plants should 
be shaded after transplanting but 
after the first two days they will want 
all the sun available. Sun and mois- 
ture is the program, without frost of 
course, until late April or early May, 



In order to be preserved for poster- 
ity, wild flowers must be protected 
by laws and the public educated as to 
which flowers may be picked arid 
those which may not. 

Ths statement was made by Mrs. 
Abram Bunn Ross, of Cynwyd, State 
Chairman of Conservation, speaking 
at the meeting of the Woman's Club 
of Ardmore last Friday afternoon. 

Mrs. Ross mentioned violets, daisies, 
as examples of wild flowers which 
may safely be picked without result- 
ing in their destruction, while Jack- 
in-the-Pulpit and Arbutus, which 
grow from bulbs, were cited as exam- 
ples of flowers which would be de- 
stroyed if picked, since the roots in 
the bulbs are often demolished. 

The postings of lists of flowers 
which may not be picked in schools 
and other places was advised by the 
speaker. She also spoke of the ne- 
cessity of preserving the bird life 
throughout the country, since birds 
are a necessity in the garden. Every 
garden owner, she said, should have 
a shallow bird bath, a feeding device, 
and a little tangle of brush as a shel- 
ter and resting place, so that every 
garden will have a haven. 

Mrs. Ross put in a special plea for 
the substitution of artificial greens 
and berries for Christmas decora- 
tions, and the buying of the certified 
Christmas trees. Too indiscriminate 
use of laurel and other Christmas 
greens, she said, has caused a lot of 
the country's natural beauty to be 
destroyed. The Federation of Clubs 
is holding a contest in the Spring 
and each club member is urged to 
send in new ideas and plans concern- 
ing this subject.
